together  with  part  of  Section  29,  B.  5 N.,  R.  6 W., 
shall  be  formed  into  one  ward  to  be  known  as  Ward  2. 

5.  .411  that  portion  of  Lulu  Island  lying  south  of 
Ward  2,  and  having  Road  No.  3 for  its  eastern  limit, 
shall  be  formed  into  one  ward  to  be  known  as  Ward  3. 

6.  All  that  portion  of  Lulu  Island  lying  south  of 
the  following  described  limits,  namely:  Beginning 

on  Road  No.  3 at  the  south-west  corner  of  Section  21, 


B.  4 N.,  R.  6 W. ; thence  running  ea.st  to  the  south- 
west corner  of  Section  19,  B.  4 N.,  R.  5 W. ; thence 
north  to  the  south-west  corner  of  Section  6,  B.  4 N., 
R.  5 W. ; thence  east  to  the  South  Arm  of  the  Fraser 
River,  together  with  the  islands  known  as  Lots  516, 
517,  531,  532,  533,  534,  535  and  458,  Group  1,  shall  be 
formed  into  one  ward  to  be  known  as  Ward  4. 

7.  All  that  portion  of  Lulu  Island  north  of  Ward  4, 
together  with  the  islands  known  as  Lots  459,  527  and 
528,  Group  1,  shall  be  formed  into  one  ward  to  be 
known  as  Ward  5. 

This  by-law  shall  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  “ The 
Richmond  Ward  By-Law,  1890.” 

This  by-law  shall  come  into  force  and  effect  on  and 
after  the  15th  day  of  December,  A.D.  1890. 

Passed  the  Municipal  Council  on  the  ISth  day  of 
October,  A.D.  1890.
